The public meeting held on the evening 
of Monday last. nomination day, in Robert- 
eon hall, to hear the several candidates for 
the mayoralty, council and trustee board, 
give their views, was well attended and a 
great deal of interest was manifested.

According 
to the financial statement published 1n the 
BULLETIN the town had _ spent over $60,000 
last year 35,000 a month, and after collect- 

ing $13,000 taxes had $390 to commence 
the year with.

In such a case he felt justi- 
fied in accepting the requisition. Instead 
of his signing Dr. Wilson’s requisition hav- 
ing prejudiced that gentleman’s chances he 
was informed that his signature had been 
the means of inducing many voters to pro- 
mise their support to Dr. Wilson who 
otherwise would not have done so.

One was a permanent market, so that the 
farmers could come from all directions and 
be sure of disposing of their produce or 
making desired exchanges with other farm- 
ers from other parts of the country. He 
would not say where it should be and 
would let the ratepayers decide asto the 
expenditure. We were going to have a 
bridge and should not bicker as to where it 
should be built. We wanted a free ferry or 
low rates. The council of a year ago had 
no right to let the ferry contract a year 
ahead. He was in favor of economy but 
was going to spend money where it would 
do good. Lots of appropriations could be 
made in the future that would be of benefit 
to the town. It was not many years ago 
since we had fought the Hudson’s Bay 
Company foraschool, but the town had 
grown since then and was bound to go 

thead. 

Thos. Bellamy said he had not been here 
since the town started. This was his first 
public appearance. He had very lictle to 
say. Hoped to dothe business of the town 
as he would his own business. He would 
expend money in such a way as toreap a 
benefit. The bridge should be located at 
the lower crossing, so that people living to 
the east could come over to this town with- 
out travelling a mile or two out of their 
way and climbing the hill twice. He 
would endeavor to reduce current expend- 
iture. He was opposed to canvassing for 
votes. Ifthe people wanted him they could 
vote for him. 

J. H. Picard would not say much. There 
were some men in the field and he noticed 
that they had not much to say against the 
old council. This he thought was a very 
good recommendation. He had served one 
year and did the best he could. In some 
cases what he had done was not satisfact- 
ory. But sometimes people make mistakes 
in their own business. A man could not be 
expected to do better for the town than for 
himself. He had done his best and would 
do it again. He had enough interests in 
the town to wish to see it prosper and grow 
and would stay withit. If the electors 
considered that he deserved the position of 
councillor he would be much obliged, al- 
though there was no money in it. There 
was more abuse than any thing else, espe- 
cially when you met Mr. Heiminck. 


C. W. Sutter congratulated the electors 
on waking upto their duty and asking 
from new candidates a statement of their 
views and from the old council a record of 
their doings. It had been said that there 
was anextravagant expenditure in tanks. 
The case was that in June last the tanks 
were empty and after their being filled 
several times it was found that they would 
not hold water. The only thing to be done 
was to repair them. Had a fire broken out 
while the tanks were empty the costly fire 
engine and outfit would have been useless 
and one fire might easily have cost ten 
times what the repairs to the tanks cost. 
He had tried last year to secure a free ferry 
but found the previous council had already 
let the contract. The lack of a free ferry 
had been a great loss to the town during 
the past year ; far greater than the amount 
received from the lessee. He was in favor 
of the electric tramway, and believed that 
its construction would very greatly assist 
the town. The insurance rates were high 
as all merchants knew, and he would do his 
best to have them reduced. He favored 
the bridge at the lower site. He was 
strongly in favor of a market, to give 
facilities for trade as wellas for buying 
and selling. It would save money to the 
country and cause money to be spent in the 
town. 


John Kelly said he was a new man and 
had nothing to answer for. He would ask 
all present for a vote each, and two if they 
could slip them in. 

C. F. Strang had served onthe council 
for three years and had tried to do his duty. 
He had not heard many complaints, judg- 
ing from theway the electors have voted. 

W. S. Edmiston had nothing to say of 
the past. He would try and economize in 
every way possible in the interests of the 
town. He was in favor of the lower site 
for the bridge and a free ferry. 

Geo. Hutton had not intended to come 
out, but he was interested in the town and 
would doall hecould fer the town. He 
favored the lower site for the bridge. He did 

did favor a free ferry but a ferry with rates 
as low as would barely pay expenses. He 
would like to see an oatmeal mill and a 
roller flouring mill started in town. He 
would not favor a large bonus, but merely a 
a free site, exemption from taxation for a 
term of years. He had been thirteen years 
in the district and had done something in 
the country in the way of improving land, 
growing crops and otherwise and now had 
started in town, and hoped todo his part 
in building it up. 

The candidates for the position of school 
trustee were then called upon. 

Geo. Sanderson said he had come out asa 
schoo! trustee because he thought the trus- 
tees of last year were unjust in their choice 
of aschool site. Mr. Oliver now holds the 
position of school trustee. Before the 
election he had very little to say about the 
school site. It was different now. The 
site was back near the race course. He 
(the speaker) had been the means of getting 
up the public meeting of last summer at 
which the selection was denounced and of 
afterwards getting the debenture by-law 
voted down. The trustees claimed that the 
majority of children under 15 years of age 
were west of McDougall street. He read 
an opinion given by ex-principal Campbell 
to theeffect that the proposed ward school 
should not be west of McDougall street. 
From the school register it appeared that 
there were 49 children west and 81 east of 
McDougall street. In Fraser avenue school 
were 47 pupils all east of McDougall street. 
No. 1 department had 2 east and 16 west. 
No. 2 had 15 east and 31 west. No. 3 had 
19 east and 20 west. Mr. Oliver had made 
a misleading statement in the BULLETIN to 
the effect that in the town there were 177 
children west and 174 cast of McDougall

The town was now in 
correspondence with the surveys depart 
ment at Ottawa on the subject of this right 
of way They had expropriated to the 
edge of this trail and had a right to the rest 
of the way, which right they could enforce. 
Hic was glad to be able to hand down the 
sflaurs of the town to the new council in 
such good shape. The expenses of the 
town were greater for the first year than 
for the second and for the second than the 
third. He was now a candidate for the 
position of school trustee. Had been on 
the school board since 1881. The present 
school site had been selected as the best 
that could be got at the time. It wasa 
hard matter to please everybody. Last 
summer they were paying 330.00 a month 
rent for one room for a primary school.

In any case the candidates nominat- 
ed are in duty bound to go to the polls. 
If those who are alleged to be disquali- 
fied do not stand for election the result 
is that other men who may not be the 
popular choice are elected. This is not 
for the good of the town or in accord- 
ance with the principles of popular 
government. All candidates should 
run the contest through. Then if any 
of these now alleged to be disqualified 
are elected, it proves that some of the 
others were not the choice of the people 
and should not have been allowed to 
sit by a fluke. After election the men 
who may be shown to be disqualified 
can resign and a new election be held, 
which election would result in a coun- 
cil entirely the choice of the people and 
pot elected by a fluke. 

In regurd to the mayoralty, in order 
to remove any possible doubt as to his 
qualification Mr. McDougall has dispos- 
ed of his interest in the electric light 
company, so that his election will not 
depend upon one or the other reading 
of a particular sentence in an ordinance 
but upon the choice of the electors. 

It is said that a number of the per-
